DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, filed 11/16/07, with respect to claims 1, 8, 10, 18, 25, 30 
and 37 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-41 
has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-41 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art on record teaches the combination of transcribing a recipient-chosen recorded 
message and outputting this message in one of a plurality of output devices that are 
chosen by the recipient based upon a recipient-designated numerical option. Further, 
none of the prior art supplements this combination with plurality of ports connected to 
the plurality of archival means with each port being assigned a numeric option. It would 
not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention to modify 
the prior art on record to arrive at Applicant's invention.
